Attached is a copy of summary of Significant Intelligence Items 
obtained by KEYHOLE, TALENT, and CHURCHDOOR missions accomplished 
during the period 1 Oct 1961 to 31 March 1962 to be included in the 
semi-annual report to the Killien Committee.

&. Cubme - During the period 1 Oct 61 - 31 Mar 62 six TALENT missions ~ 
were flown o over Cuba. On two occasions jicint teams were sent to the proces- 
sine center for immediete readout. 


Situation Summaries were prepared on the six missions giving read- 
outs on high priority targets of joint commmity interest. One Mission 
Coverage Index was also prepared. 


Important contributions derived from this material include: the 
increase in the number of Soviet-built submarine chasers, motor torpedo 
boats, and aircraft being delivered to Cuba; the continuation of construc- 
tion on two new airfields which when completed will be suit ble for jet 
aircraft operations and the deployment of jet fighter aircraft to one of 
these airfields, the deployment of jet fighter aircraft to a former commer- 
cial airfield, the deployment of early warning radars and the reporting of 
Cuban military operations in the Guantanamo Bay area. 


b. Southeast Asia. In answer to joint community requirements three 
missions were accomplished over i of North Vietnam and peripheral 
South Chine. 


In order to provide rapid reporting and to serve theater needs, 
the [was activated and staffed 
by personnel from NPIC and Army, Navy, Air Force aa commands. Initial 


reporting was accomplished and disseminated from Few significant 
chances in major targets were observed from information already cbtained 
during esrlier missions in January and October 1961, except for the intro- 
duction of edditional mmbers and types of Soviet-milt aircraft, the in- 
provement of two airfields and the construction of one new airfield. 


CHURCHDOOR Materials 


&. Communist Chine. During the reporting period four CHURCHDOOR 
missions were flown over Communist China, one in January 1962, one in 
February 1962 and two in March 1962. 


Inmediate Photographic Interpretation Reports have been prepered 
on each mission in response to high priority community requirements. 


Mission Coverage Indexes have also been prepared on each. 


An inportant contribution from these missions has been the cover- 
age of the China Missile Center. In addition, nwnerous urban, industrial, 
and nilitary complexes have been covered but have not been fully exploited 
as yet. This material should considerably updete and enhance intelligence 
data on these areas. 
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3. Sip ficant Intelligence. Items. The fege KNXEOLE missions ecoumplished
